19] 5), the Chief Commissioner is pleased to 
make the following rules. 

I. — Short Title, 

Rule 1. These rules may be called 4 The Bri- 
tish Baluchistan Rectified Spirit Rules 1947 \ 
They shall come into force - on the 1st Juno 
1947

Rule 2. In the^e rules, unless there is any- 
thing repugnant in the subject or context 

(i) 4 Regulation 1 means Excise Regula- 
tion, 1915 (I of 1915). 

(ii) 4 Rectified spirit 1 means spirit of a 
strength of 43 degrees or more overproof* 

(iii) 4 Licensee 1 means a person who lias 
obtained a license for the sale of rectified 
spirit under the British Baluchistan Liquor 
and Intoxicating Drugs License Rules, 1947. 

(iv) 4 Permit holder * means a person who 
has obtained under these rules a permit to 
po&sesa large quantities of rectified spirit. 

(v) 4 Form 1 means a form appended to 
these rules. 

III. — Import. 

I> Ij 3 (1) Rectified spirit shall not be im- 
ported into British Baluchistan except by * 

(a) Hospital* and dispensaries ; 

(b, Educational and scientific institu- 
tions ;

(c) a licensed distillery in British Baluchi- 
stan ; 

* (d) a person holding a license under the 
British Baluchistan Chemical Works Bales, 
1947 ; 

(e) a licensee ; 

(f) a permit holder, 

the manner hereinafter prescribed- 

(2) Hospitals and dispensaries desiring to 
import rectified spirit shall present an appli- 
cation for the import of such sp rit to the 
Civil Surgeon of the district, who sha’l forward 
the same wi h his recommendations to the Col- 
lector of the dis rich Oil receipt of such ap* 
plication, the Collector, if he sees no objec- 
tion, >’liall authorise the Excise Inspector of 
the district to issue an import permit in form 
Exc*35, 

(3) Applications for the import of rectified 
spirit required for use in research and teaching 
should be made by the governing borly or their 
representative, of the University or College, Or 
oilier cduca'ional or scientific inst'tution to lie 
Collector of the district. In the appl ca ion should 
be mentioned the situa ion of the instifii ion, 
the number of laboratories therein, the pur- 
pose or purposes to which the spirits are to be 
applied and the bulk quantity 1 kely to be re- 
quired in the course of the year. The Col- 
lector, if lie is satisfied, >hall authorise Ihe Ex- 
cise Inspector of ihe district to i v sue an import 
permit in form Exc-35. 

Provided that the issue of sneh import per- 
mit UiaU be subject to the conditions 

0 ) that the spirit received at any ore 
institution must only be used in the ' labora- 
tories of that institution and must not bo 
distributed for use in the laboratories of 
any other institution or med for any o her 
purpose than tho k ,e prescribed ; 

(ii) that the stock of spirit in each insti- 
tution must be kept under separate lock in 
a special compartment under tho control of 
the person to whom tho permit h:is been 
granted and shall be open to inspection by 
any Excise officer of ami above the rank of 
Sub Inspector of Excise. 

(4) A licensed distllery desiring to import 
rectified spir t shall submit an application to 
the Collector of the dis riet, who, if lie sees no 
pbjection, shall authorise the Excise Tnspec or 
of the district to issue an import permit in 
form Exc-35 : 

Provided that such permits shall po" be for 
quantities greater than 100 gallons at a time 
and the quantities imported in one year do 
not exceed 500 gallons. 

(5) A person holding a license und°r the 
British Baluchistan Chemical Works Rules, 
1947, desiring to import rectified spirit shall 
opply to ihe Inspector in charge of the Chemi- 
cal Works, who, if the application i? in accord- 
ance w th the provisions of the aforesaid rules 
ahull forward jhe application to the Superin- 
tendent of Excise in Baluchistan for the i sue 
of an import permit in form Exc-35. 

. (?) A licensee or a permit holder desiring 
to import rectified spirit shall present an ap* 
pucfttyop to tfca Ejcoiaa Inspector of the dJitriot, 


who shall issue an import permit in form Exc- 
35 ; 

Provided that -such spirit is imported from 
either 

(i) any distillery or bonded warehouse in 
the ])i oviiices of Bengal, the Punjab, Sind, 
the United Provinces, Madras and Bombay 
and the Baroda Sta e, on payment of duty 
-’n tl e province of export at the rate leviable 
in British Baluchistan, or 

(ii) any distillery or bonded warehouse in 
British Indian Provinces or an Indian S.ate 
other than those specified in clause (i) aoove 
on prepayment of duty in Biitish Baluchis- 
tan. 

(7) The import permit referred to in sub- 
rules (2) to (6) above shall be in triplicate. One 
copy of it shall be given to the applicant to 
cover the import of rectified spirit from the 
place of export, the second copy shall be sent 
to the Collector of the district of export and 
the third copy shall be re ained for record, 

(8) (i) The applicants referred to in iub- 
rules (2) to (6) above, having obtained im- 
port permit, shall present Jt or cau o it io be 
presented before the Chief Excise Authori y 
of the district or place of export or the officer 
in charge of tb^ distillery or bonded ware- 
house from which export is to be made. The 
faid officer, after satisfying himself that the 
mport is duly au horised and that the amount 
of duty, if any, has been correctly paid, shall 
authorise export and issue a pass to cover the 
Fame. A copy o£ ihe pas? shall be Fent to the 
Excise Inspector of the district of import. 

(ii) on receipt of the consignment, tho ap- 
plicants referred to in clause (i) above shall 
at once notify its arrival to the Excise Inspec- 
tor of the place and aha L allow him to check 
the cow ignment and examine its conteu s or 
to take samples thereof for test, if necessary. 
Tho bulk of th& cons gnment shall neither be 
broken nor it .diall be brought into use urnil 
the Excise Inspector has checked the consign- 
ment. 

Provided that ip tho care of applicants refer- 
red to in sub-rule (5), the recent of the con- 
signment shall be notified to tho Inspee or in 
charge of the Chemical Woiks, who will act ns 
stated in clause (ii) above. 

(9) A reg ster of permits in form Exc-36 
shall be maintained by the Excise Inspector 
of the dis rict and details of import permits 
issued shall be entered therein. 

(10) The Excise Inspector shall, at the **nd 
of each quarter, tubmit to the Superintendent 
of Excise in Baluchis an, a sta L ement in form 
Exc-37, giving the details of the quantity of 
rect tied spirit imported from other provinces 
and Indian States, duly supported bv export 
passes. Action will then be taken by the 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan to 
apply for credit of duty coVected in othvr pro- 
vinces and Indian States, 

IV. — Transport. 

Rule 4. No person shall transport rectified 
spirit in quantities exceeding one reputed 
pint ; 

Provided that : — 

(a) Hospitals and (J'fipemAriafl, TSduca# 
tional and setentiflo iufttittitioglf k 
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disti-lery, a person holding a license under 
the British Baluchis an Chem'cal Works 
Rules, 1947, a licensee and a permit ho 1 Jet 
may transport rectified spirit from a licens- 
ed distillery manufacturing such spirit in 
British Baluchistan to his premises under 
cover of a transport pass granted by the 
Dis illery Inspector in charge of such d’stii- 
lery, upto a quantity as given in the pass. 

(b) Any Chemist, medical prac J itioicr or 
druggist, a licensee and a permit holder may 
transport rectified spirit from the vend pre- 
mises of a licensee to his own premi es under 
cover of a transport pass upto a quantity as 
g ven in the pass. Such pass fdiall be g^ant* 
ed in form Exc-34 and Uiall be signed by 
the licensee or his authorised agent from 
whom the rectified spirit is purchased. 

Y. — Export. 

Rule 5 (1) Export of rectified spirit from 
British Baluchistan is prohibited ; 

Provided that rectified spir t manufactured 
in a licensed distillery in British BaM’hiVau 
may be exported on the following conditions ; — 

(i) In the case of export to the Punjab, 
Bombay, the United Provinces, Sind. Mad- 
ras, Bengal and the Baroda State, he re, 
qufcition for the export of sp rit shall be ac* 
companied by an import pass granted by the 
Excise authorities of the importing province 
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showing the rate of duty leviable and the 
total amount due on the quantity covered by 
the pass which shall be recovered by the 
Baluchistan Excise administration for subse- 
quent credit to the province concerned. 

(ii) In the case of export to British Indian 
provinces and Indian States other than those 
Lpecificd in clause (i) above, the requisition 
for export shall be accompanied by an im- 
port pa*s granted by the Excise authorities 
of the importing provmco or S'a.e showing 
the quantity of spirit to be imported and the 
fact that the total amount of duty due *hrre- 
on ha.s been recovered in advance by the im- 
porting province or the State. 

(2) The exporter shall present the import 
permit or cause it to be presented to the .Dis- 
tillery Inrpector in charge of the distillery 
from which rectified spirit is to be exported* 
The said officer, after satisfying himself that 
the export is duly authorised and that the 
amount of duty has been correctly paid, shall 
authorise the export and i c sue an export prs. 
An export fee of Re. 1 per London proof gallon 
shall be recovered on all exports. 

VI. — Possession. 

Rule 6 (i) The possession of rectified, spirit 
is prohibited except by persons describe I in 
column 1 of the Schedule below to the extent 
mentioned in column 2 and subject to the condi- 
tion that the rectified spirit shall be only used 
for the purpose^ mentioned in column 3 : —

(2) Notwithstanding the restrictions imposed 
by E,ub-rule (1) above, the Collector may grant 
a permit in form Exc-67 to any person to 
possess rectified spirit in such quantity as the 
Collector may fix for use in his business which 
shall be endorsed by the Collector on the per- 
mit, and not for any other purpose. The 
permit holder shall be bound to observe the 
following rules : — 

(a) The permit holder shall set apart h 
separate room for the storage of rect'fied 
spirit. This room shall always be kept 
locked except when it is necessary to open 
it for the purpose of receiving, storing or 
issuing spirit # There shall be two lock 


to the door of the room. The key of one 
shall be kept by the Excise Inspector of the 
place and the key of the other by the per- 
mit holder or his recognized agent, 

(b) All the containers of rectified £p ; rlt 
kept in the room referred to in clause (h) 
above shall be locked and] or sealed by the 
Excise Inspector with hie official seal, 

(c) Whenever it is intended to draw recti- 
fied spirit from this store room, a writ en 
notice to the effect of at least twentyfour 
hours shall be given to the Excise Inspector. 
Sundays and public holidays shall not be 
counted in the period of notice laid down by 
this clause- 
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(d) On receipt of notice referred to in 
the above clause, the Excise Inspector, afier 
satisfying himself that the previous stock 
of rectified spirit has been properly used, 
will issue further stock. Not more than

(f) The permit bolder shall be personally 
responsible that the rectified spirit received 
by him under the provisions of these rules 
is not iutd for any other purpose whatso- 
ever except for the purpose approved by the 
Collector. 

Note . — The expression “ Excise Inspector * f 
in stfb-rule (2) above includes Sub Inspector 
of Excise, 

VII. — Sale, 

Rule 7, T:* sale of rectified spirit is pro- 
hibited except by a person holding a license 
for the sHe of rectified spirit under the Bri- 
tish Baluchistan Liquor and Intoxicating Drug^ 
License Rules, 1947. 

VIII. — General, 

.Rule 8, The grant of import, transport or 
export pass under these rules is subject to the 
condition that the balk of the consignment 
shall not be broken in transit. 

IX. — Exemption. 

Rule 9. Nothing in these rules shall apply 
to rectified spirit imported, yexpor A ed, trans- 
ported or possessed by or on behalf of any 
officer of Government acting in his official capa- 
city. 

Notification No. 5879, dated the 7th October 
1931 shall be treated as cancelled with effect 
from the 1st June 1947,

Rule 1- These rules may be called * Tlie 
British Baluchistan Opium Rules, 1947 \ They 
shall come into force on the 1st June 1947. 

II. — Definitions. 

Rule 2. In these rules, unless there m any- 
thing repugnant in the subject or context 

(i) 1 Act * means the Opium Act, 1878 (J 
Of 1878).

(ii) 1 Excise Commissioner * means the* 
Officer appointed under section 7, CL.iue (a) 
of the Excise Regulation, 1915 (I of 1915). 

(iii) 4 Collector 1 means the chief officer 
in charge of the revenue administration of 
the district; it also includes any officer spe- 
cially authorised by the Chief Commissioner 
to exercise throughout province or in any 
specified area therein all or any of the duties 
imposed on a Collector by these rules, 

(iv) 1 Excise officer F means and includes 
every officer invested with Ihe powers of an 
Excise officer under the Excise Regulation, 
1915 (I of 1915). 

(v) 4 Treasury Officer * includes Sub- 
Treasury Officer and such other officer or 
officers of the Excise department whom the 
Chief Commissioner may declare to be 
Treasury Officer for the purposes of these 
rules. 

(/vi) 4 Treasury F includes Sub-Treasury and 
any other place which may be declared ny 
the Chief Commissioner to be Treasury for 
the purposes of these rules. 

(vii) 4 Licensee F means a per: on who has 
obtained a license for the sale of opium under 
these rules. 

(viii) 4 Poppy-heads F means the capbides 
of the poppy plant (Papaver somniferum L) 
from which juice has not been extracted. 

(ix) 4 Retail sale 7 means the sale aL any 
one transaction of opium in any quantity 
not exceeding one tola and of poppy-heads 
in any quantity not exceeding one seer. 

(x) * Wholesale F means the sale at any one 
transaction of opium or poppy-heads in any 
quantity exceeding the quantiiy fixed as 
* retail sale \ 

(xi) * Tola F means a weight of 180 grains 
Troy. 

(xii) 4 Seer 7 means a weight of 80 Tolas, 

(xiij) 4 Import * means to import inter- 
provincially as defined in clause (j) of section 
2 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 193J (1L of 
1930). 

(xiv) 4 Export F means to export infer- 
provincially as defined in clause (1) of sec- 
tion 2 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 (II 
of 1930). 

(xv) 4 Transport 7 means to remove from 
one place to another within the province, 
provided that import and export across the 
Irontiers between British Baluchistan and 
any territories outside British India in or in 
relation to which the Chief Commissioner 
of British Baluchistan exercises any jurisdic- 
tion under the authority of Central Govern- 
ment or of the Crown Representative shall 
be deemed to be transport. 

(xvi) 4 Sale * Express'on referring to 
sale * includes any transfer otherwise than 

by way of gift 

(xyii) ‘ Pom:' rneanr a form appended 
ot these rule*. 


(xviii). 4 Medical Practitioner 9 means 

(a) any person registered as a 
medical practitioner under the Medical 
Act, 1858, and any Act of Parliament 
amending the same or under an} r lav\ for 
the reiteration of medical practitioners 
for the time being in force in any part 
of British India, or 

(b) any person registered as a dentist 
under the Dentists Act of 1878 and any 
Act of Parliament amending the same or 
w r ho holds a license to practice denti try 
granted by a State Board in the United 
States of America, or 

(c) any member of the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons; any colonial or 
foreign veterinary practitioner register- 
ed ou the register of Veterinary Surgeons 
under section 13 of the Veterinary Sur- 
geons Act, 1881 (44 and 45 Vice, Chap- 
ter 62), or 

(d) any person possessed of qualifica- 
tions which render him eligible for rei- 
teration as a medical practitioner or 
dentist as the case may be, under the Medi- 
cal Act, 1858, the Dentists Act, 187S, and 
any Act of Parliament amending the same 
Act or under any law for the registration 
of medical practitioners or dentists for 
the time being in force in any part of 
British India, and approved by the Col- 
lector for the purpose of these rules or of 
corresponding rules for the time being 
in force in any part of British India, or 

(e) any other perfion engaged in scienti- 
fic medical or veterinary pract ce and ap- 
proved by the Collector for the purpose of 
these rules or of corresponding rules for 
the time being in force in any part, of 
British India : 

Provided that the Collector may declare 
any 4 Medical Practit oner 1 to be deprived of 
the privilege of a medical practitioner by 
reason of unprofessional conduct in respect 
of import, export, transport, us e or proscrip- 
tion of opium or by reason of conviction 
under the Exo se Regulation, 1915 (I of 1915), 
or Opium Act. ]878 (I of 1878) or the Dangerous 
Drugs Act, 1930 (II of 1930) . 

III.— General. 

Rule 3(1). All transactions in opium on ac- 
count of Government may be carried ou with- 
out restrictions : 

Provided that in the case of transit by 
post : — 

(a) only parcel post may be used ; 

(b) the parcel shall be accompanied by a 
declaration stating the name and designa- 
tion of the consignee and consignor, the 
contents of the parcel in details and the in- 
dent number and date covering the transac- 
tion; 

(c) the consignee shall show distinctly in 
his account books, the name and designation 
of the consignor and the quantity ot drugs 
sent to him from time to time by post. 

(2) Save as provided in sub-rule (1) above, 
tke import^ atfport or traiwpdH of opimu into. 
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from or within British Baluchistan is permit- 
ted only by mean* o.her than that of the 
post. 

(3) All imports, exports and transports 
under these rules into, from or within British 
Baluchistan shall be subject to the condition 
that the bulk shall not be opened or uioUmi 
in transit. 

(4) Any Revenue Officer not below the rank 
of a Naib Tehs ldar, any Exc'hc Officer not 
below the rank of a Sub-In pector or any 
Police Officer not below the rank of a Head 
Constable may at any time examine any con- 
signment of op.um in transit. If, on such 
examination, such officer finds that the quan- 
tity of opium in transit corresponds Lo the 
quantity specified in the pe.mit, ihe consign- 
ment shall be allowed to proceed. Otherwise 
the consignment shall be detained pending 
order of the Collector, who may : — 

(a) n\ respect of any excess or deficiency, 

charge double the rate fixed under these 

rules for the sale of opium, 

(b) on proof of misconduct, cancel the 

licensee's license. 

The cancellation of the licensee's License 
under clause (b) above shall riol operate as a 
bar to his prosecution for any offence which 
may have been committed against the Act. 

(5) Poppy-heads, which have been lanced 
and dried or from which juice lias been ex- 
tracted, may be possessed, transported, sold, 
imported or exported by any person without 
restriction. 

IV.— Possession. 

Rule 4(1). No person shall have in his 
possession any opium o' her tliap opium pur- 
chased from Government or from a licensee. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (1) 
above no person, not being a licensee or one 
transporting or importing opium covered by 
a pass issued under these rule*, or one to 
whom a license or permit is granted under 
sub-rule (3) below, shall have ui his possession 
more than one tola of opium and one seer of 
poppy-heads. 

(3) Notwithstanding the restrictions im- 
posed in sub-rule (2) above, 

(i) a medical practi ioner mny possess opium 
in quantity not exceeding 8 ounces and poppy- 
heads in quantity not exceeding 5 seers for 
the purpose of the manufacture of medi- 
cinal opium; 

(ii) a licenced druggist may possess such 
quantities of opium and poppy-heads for the 
manufacture of medHnal opium as are speci- 
fied in liis license lrulcr tjie Dangerous Drugs 
Act, 1930 (II of 1930). 

(iii) Snb'ect to the sou d't ions of his license, 
a person licensed to sell opium by retail may 
possess any quantity of op'um and poppy- 
heads only on the liceuserl premises or ou the 
way to the licensed premises from the treisury 
or other place of purchase os specified under 
these rules, provided that the opium purchased 
reaches the licensed premises within such f'jne 
as may be fixed arul specified in the transport 
ptw Ranted mAa? these rules, 


(iv) a person who has, in the manner 
inafter provided, obtained a pass for the im- 
port, export or transport of opium and poppy* 
heads, may, subject to the conditions of such 
pass possess opium and poppy-heads in quan- 
tity not exceeding that specified in the pass. 

(v) a person, spec ; ally authorised in this 
behalf by the Collector, with the sanction o£ 
the Excise Commissioner, may have in h$? 
possession such quantity of opium or puppy- 
heads as may be permitted by such special 
authority. 

(4) Notwithstanding the restrictions impos- 
ed in sub-rules (1) and (2) above, any officer 
of Government may, as such, possess opium 
which has come into his possession in the 
course of his official duties. 

V. — Transport. 

Rule 5(1). No person shall transport any 
quantity of opium exceeding one tola of opium 
and one seer of poppy-heads except under 
cover of a permit issued under the following 
rules. 

(2) A person licensed to sell opium may, 
subject to the conditions of his license, trans- 
port opium from a treasury or other place ot 
purchase as specified under these rules to hi» 
licensed premises, under cover of a transport 
pass granted undtr these rules, 

(3) A Medical practitioner or a licensed 
druggist or a person specially authorised by 
the Collector, in accordrjaoe widi the prnv sions 
of clauses (i), (ii) and (v) of 8.ub-rule (3) 
of Rule 4 above respectively, may transport 
Opium or poppy-heads in quantity which heja 
permitted to possess under cover of a trnng* 
port pass granted under these rules from the 
premises of a licensee to his own premises, 

(4) Any Government officer acting in re- 
gard to such transport in the penormance af 
his official duties may transport opium. 

VI. — Import. 

Rule G(l). The import of opium is permitted 
by a Government officer acting in regard to 
fiitch import in the performance of his official 

duties. 

(2) A person licensed to sell poppy-heads 
may import poppy-heads from any place in 
British India, under a perm t granted by the 
Collector of the distr ct. The permit shall be 
in form Exc-35 and issued in triplicate. One 
copy of it shall be given to the 1‘eensco, the 
second copy shall be sent to the Collector 
of the district from wh ch poppy-heads are to 
be imported and the third copy shall be re- 
tained for record, 

(3) Execopt as provided in the preceding 
rules, the import of opium into British Balu- 
chistan is prohibited. 

Provided that any Bonafide traveller miv, 
for his own personal use and njrt for sale, -m* 
port from other provinces in . British India; 
opium in quantity not "exceeding one tol^. 
and poppyffieads in quantity not .e^oeetiinfl 
4ft# t 
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Provided further that the opium or poppy* 
heads thus imported have been purchased by 
the traveller from a licensed vendor in ihe 
exporting province under the rules in force 
in that province in this behalf. 

VII* — Export. 

Rule 7 (1). The export of opium from British 
Baluchistan is prohibited except under the 
provisions of the following rules. 

(2) Opium may be exported by any Govern- 
ment officer acting in regard to such export in the 
performance of h : s official duties. 

(3) Opium may be exported under an im- 
port authorisation granted in accordance with 
the rules in force in the province of import 
and countersigned by the Excise Commissioner. 

VIII.— Sale. 

Rule 8 (1). Opium may be soli by any Gov- 
ernment officer on behalf of Government in 
accordance with such , directions as the Cliief 
Commissioner may, from time to time, issue 
in that behalf. 

(2) No person shall sell opium without a 
license in this behalf granted under the Act 
or the rules made thereunder. 

(3) The Collector may grant a license to any 
person for the sale of opium lawfully possess- 
ed under these rules. Such license shall be in 
form Exc-24 and shall be granted subject to 
the following rules. 

Period for which License may he granted . 

(4) License under these rules may only be 
granted for a period of one year from the 1st 
April to the 31st March, provided that a 
license may be given from any date to the Slst 
March. 

(5) License wh'ch in all cases shall expire 
on the 31st March each year, unless renewed 
by- the date of its expiry, shall cease to remain 
in force from such date notwithstanding that 
special order recalling it has not been Issued 
by the Collector. 

Rules governing the grant and renewal of 
Licenses * 

(6) Every license shall be granted to a 
certain licensee in respect of certain premises. 

(7) A license may only be granted to : — 

(a) an individual, 

(b) a body incorporated under the Indian 

Companies Act, 

(c) a society registered under the Co- 
operative Societies Act, II of 1912, or 

(d) a partnership or firm. 

(8) When a license is granted to a company 
or society, it must show the name of an in- 
dividual as agent acting on behalf of the licensee 
who is amenable in full to the courts in India, 
Change of such agent will not be effected with- 
out the previous permission of tho authority 
competent to grant the license. 

(9) When a license is granted to a partner- 
ship or firm, all the individuals comprising the 
Partnership or firm should be specified on the 
lioenae. 


"(10) On the application in writing of all the 
original partners, a partner may at any time 
be added by the Collector, provided such persou 
is eligible under these rules, in which case he 
shall be responsible for all obligations incurred 
or to be incurred under the license during the 
period of its currency as if it had originally 
been granted or renewed in his name, 

(11) On the application in writing of all the 
original partners, a partner may at any tnuo 
be removed by tho Collector. 

(12) A license granted to a partnership or 
firm is determined by the dissolution of tho 
partnership or the firm subjected to the l n- 
bility of the partners jointly or severally, for 
any loss caused to Government thereby and 
for the performance of all obligations to Gov- 
ernment incurred by the partnership or the 
firm. 

(13) Rs, 2 shall be charged ns fee for every 
issue of duplicate copy of a license. 

Persons to whom licenses may not he granted . 

(14) A license for the vend of opium may 
not be given to : — 

(a) any person who has finally been con- 
victed of any non-bailable offence by a cri- 
minal court, 

(b) any person, whether a former licensee 
or not, who has been convicted, or reasonably 
suspected of committing or conniving at the 
commission of any offence under the Act, or 
the Excise Regulation, 1915 (I of 1915), or 
the Punjab Opium Smoking Act, 1923, as ap- 
plied to British Baluchistan, or the Dangerous 
Drugs Act, 3930 (II of 1930). 

(c) any person who holds, e’thcr directly 
or through an agent, an excise or opium license 
in an Indian State, or if he acts as the agent 
of any person holding such a licence, 

(d) any person who has held a license in 
British Baluchistan under the Act or uufhr 
tho Excise Regulation, 1915 (I of 1915) or the 
Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 (II of 1930), has 
had it cancelled for failing to pay his license 
feo, and has subsequently not paid the 
arrears demanded, miles he has been specially 
exempted by an order of the Excise Commis- 
sioner, 

Rules prohibiting the sale of opium to certain 
persons . 

(15) No opium shall bo supplied to European 
or American soldiers or non-commissioned 
officers, whether with their regiments or in 
staff, or civil employ, or to their wives or 
European, American or Eurasian camp fol- 
lowers except with the permission of a medical 
officer. 

(16) No opium shall be sold to any Iml : an 
if there is reason to believe that he intends to 
convey the same t3 European or Amer can 
soldiers or non-commiss’oned officers, or their 
wives or European, American or Eurasian 
camp followers, nor to any of the following 
persons : — 

(i) Indian soldiers, - camp followers 
(whether on or off duty) or the wives of 
Indian soldiers unless with the permission 
of the General Officer Commanding the 
Cantonment or Camp; provided that if the 
licensee has such permission, the same shall 
be endorsed by the Collector on the licenio 
and that each prtuUailon may be withdrawn 
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at any time on its being established to the 
satisfaction of the Collector that the licensee 
had transgre sed ihe conditions of the license 
or the Brit sh Baluchistan Opium Rules, 
1947, and the licensee shall in such cases not 
be entitled to any compensation for such 
withdrawal. 

(ii) Policemen, Excise Officers or Railway 
servants when on duty. 

(iii) European vagrants under escort of 
the Police. 

(iv) Insane persons. 

(v) Persons known or believed to be in- 
toxicated. 

(vi) Persons apparently under twenty 
years of age. 

Rules prohihFing the employ nu tit by any 
licensee of nriain persons and classes of 
persons to assist in hi* budnfss. 

(17) No licensee shall employ to assist him 
in his business, in any capacity whatsoever, 
a woman; any person whose employment the 
Collector has in fcs discretion forbidden; any 
person suffering from an infectious or con- 
tagious disease or any person under the age 
of twenty years. 


Fees. 

(18) The fee payable in reject of licenses 
granted under these rules are the following : — 

(a) Fixed fee. 

(b) Auction fee. 

(19) A licence under these rules may be 
granted by the Collector, with the previous 
sanction of the Excise Commissioner, on such 
fixed fee, and on such conditions as the Excise 
Commissi oner may prescribe. 

(20) Sub-rules (10) and (11) of ruin 9 of 
the British Baluchistan L’qnor and Intoxicat- 
ing Drugs License Rules, 1947. shall apply, 
unit of is mutandis , to the auction of opium 
licenses, 

Ol norals 

(21) The licensee shall be bound to observe 
all the provisions of the Act and the rules made 
thereunder and nil executive and other in- 
structions as are b sued from time to time by 
the Excise Commissioner or the Collector ot 
the district concerned. 

(22) The business covered by a license shall 
not be sublet or transferred without the per- 
mission of the Collector. 

(23) The licensee shall always keep on the 
licensed premises the license granted to him. 
import, export and transport passes relating 
to the business covered by his license, the 
register of transaction referred to in sub- 
rule (39) below and the inspection note book 
referred to in sub-rule (41) below. 

Condition* dealincf with licenses premises. 

(24) The licensee shall carry on any 
business connected with his license, or store any 
opium to be stored or otherwise doa*t with under 
V& license, exveptt in 'llic premises sp^cifijcd 
in his license hereinafter called the licensed 



(25) Licensed premises shall be the premises 
owned or leased by the licensee ; provided that 
where local conditions render it necessary, sde* 
for such shops may be leased by Government 
under the special orders of the Excise Com- 
missioner, in each case, 

(26) Where promises have been specially 
provided by Government for any shop, the 
licensee shall be bound to carry on his business 
in those premises and to pay to Government, 
in addition to his license fee, such rent for the 
premises as may be fixed by the Collector. 

(27) The licensee shall keep this licensed 
premries thoroughly clean, in sanitary condi- 
tions, and shall comply with any orders issued 
to him by the Collector for the removal of any 
defects noticed. 

(28) The licensee shall maintain, conspi- 
cuously above the main outer door of the 
licensed premises, a sign board exhibiting in 
conspicuous painted letters both m English and 
Urdu, his name and the class of the license held 
by him. The sign-board shall also have legibly 
painted in vernacular the selling rates of opium 
to be charged by the licensee a,q set forth in the 
license. 

(29) Unless specially authorised by the Co 1 - 
lector in individual cases, shop premises as a 
rule should have only a single entrance open- 
ing into a public road and each shop should 
be so constructed that thq interior may be 
visible from its doorway. 

(30) Excepting during the licensed hours, 
the licensee shall permit no person, except 
employees, to enter or remain on the licensed 
premises. 

(31) The licensee shall not sell opium for 
consumption on the premises nor shall be per- 
mit its consumption on the premises, 

(32) The licensee shall keep Ire shop open 
during the licensed hours throughout the whole 
period of his license. 

(33) The llicensee shall not permit the re- ' 
sort to his shop of persons whom there is rea- 
son to believe to be habitual criminals ; he ahall 
prevent gaming and disorderly conduct there- 
in ; and he shall give information to the 
nearest Magistrate or Police officer of the re- 
sort to his shop of any person suspected of hav- 
ing comitted an offence or of habitually comiri 
ting offences for which, under ^he Crim'nal 
Procedure Code, warrant would ordinarily 
issue. 

Conditions dealing with licensed hours . 

(34) The licensee shall not open his shop for 
purposes of sale before 7 a.m. in summer and 
8 a.m. in winter, nor shall h^ keep it open 
after 9-30 p.m. in suijimer anl 9 p.m. in win- 
ter or such later hour as the Collector may 
sanction. 

Note, — The summer shall bo considered to 
last from 1st April to 30th September and 
wipter from 1st October to 31st March. 

Conditions relating to conduct of buSiscs$. 

(35) The lcen&ec shall not give to an y cus 

tomer any free dole of opium nor flhall he glVe j 
any customefr any pr?CjUi$H<3 W 

prioe of opium sold 
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(36) The licensee shall not receive any wear- 
ing apparel or other effects in barter for opium, 
the sale of wMch is covered by his license. 

(37) Any transaction of the nature of gift 
or loan between the licensee and Excise officer 
ia prohibited. 

(38) The licensee shall not permit any pro- 
fessional entertainment or dancing or the play- 
ing of mimical instruments or .signing by pro- 
fessionals to be carried on in his premises in 
crder to attract the general attention of his 
customers. 

(39) The licensee shall maintain a true ac- 
count of all transactions in ink from day to day 
in form Exc-31. The licensee shall enter all 
figures in English numerals ami other particu- 
lars in English or Urdu character unless the 
Collector by special orders noted in h's license 
permits the use of other numerals or characters. 
The licensee shall at the end of each month 
send to the Excise Inspector a monthly state- 
ment of all receipts, sales and closing balances 
of opium in such manner so as to reach him by 
the 5th of the month follow! rig that to which it 
relates. 

(40) The licensee shall at once produce for 
inspection on the demand of any Excise officer 
I Class, his license and accounts registers and 
he shall not prevent any such officer from en- 
tering his premises during the licensed hours 
and shall allow the inspection of his registers, 
stocks and premises by the said officer. 

(41) The licensee shall maintain an inspec- 
tion note book in form Exc-33 with the pages 
numbered consecutively and hand it over on de- 
mand to any Excise officer of the 1st class on a 
receipt being given therefor. Any punish- 
ment or warning incurred by the licensee with- 
out forfeiture or cancellation of his license shall 
be recorded in this book. 

(42) The licensee shall furnish to the Collec- 
tor on his demand a list of the person# employ- 
ed or proposed to bo employed in his licensed 
premises. 

(43) The licensee shall neither allow any 
person to conduct sales in his behalf nor shall 
an agent be appointed for the management of 
the license without the written permission of 
the Excise Inspector of the district and en- 
dorsed on the license. A fep of Re. 1|- shall be 
charged for each endorsement. 

(44) The Excise Inspector may withdraw 
srueh permission as stated injtie preceding sub- 
rule if he may find such person to have com- 
mitted or suspected to he about to com- 
mH any breach of the provisions of the Act or 
rule# made thereunder, or who shall at any 
tiroc is found to he intoxicated, riotuouq or 
disorderly. 

Conditions Relating to the Sale and Storage. 

(45) The licensee Khali not adulterate or 
deteriorate any opium sold by him or sell the 
same knowing it to hove been adulterated or 
deteriorated or store or permit to bo stored in 
his licensed premises any opium in an adul- 
terated or deteriorated state, 

(46) ^ Subject to the provisions 0 f these rules, 
every licensee shall meet the demand of every 
customer entitled to purchase opium, who 
tenders payment in cash. 


(47) The licensee shall ^ell op him at such 
rates as may, from time to time, be fixed by 
the Excise Commissioner, and endorsed on the 
license. 

(48) No licensee shall sell to any person at 
any one time more than one tola of opium or 
more than one seer of poppy-heads ; Provided 
that the licensee may sell to any person holding 
a permit granted under subfile (3) of these 
rules, such quantity of opium as may have been 
specified in the permit, or which such person 
may lie authorised to possess Hinder the said 
sub-rule. The licensee shall enter such sales in 
the remarks column of the register in Form 
Exc-31, maintained by him. 

(49) The licensee shall not keep at any one 
time a greater quantity of opium than that 
fired and endorsed on his license by the Collec- 
tor . 

(50) The licensee shall not sell opium other 
than such as he has himself either purchased 
from a Treasury in British Baluchistan autho- 
rised to issue opium in the manner provided in 
these rules or purchased fron# another license** 
is British Baluchistan under these rules. 

(51) The licenjseo -shall sell such l poppy J - 
heada as he has himself imported or purchased 
from another license# jn British Boluchiatan 
under these rules. 

(52) A license on first taking up his busi- 
ness under his license shall bo bound to take 
over, in such quantity and at such rates of 
purchase as the Collector ma}" direct, any sur^ 
plus stock then remaining with any licensee 
whose license has expired or has been with- 
drawn. 

(53) The licensee shall, for the weighment 
of opium for sale by retail and for other pur- 
poses of the license, keep and use freshly minted 
standard silver coins, or such other coins which 
may be issued by the Government, of full 
weight as under and shall correctly weigh 
opium according to these weights : —

Provided that in cases where coins of standard 
weight be not available, the licensed shall use 
such standard weights as are approved by the 
Excise Inspector of the district. 

The licensee shall, for the purpose of stock 
faking, maintain such weights as may be pres- 
cribed by the Excise Inspector of the district. 
The licensee shall also, for weighment of opium, 
use scales which are supported on a pillar and 
hot balanced in the fingers. 

The possession of other weights or scales on 
the licensed premises or the selling by short 
weights shall be considered a breach of this 
rule. 

(54) (1) If the licensee from any cause, 
physical or mental becomes incapable of carry- 
ing on business, or dies or becomes insolvent 
or (in case the licensee is a company) is wound 
up, the Collector may either caudal ^he licena* 
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or continue it in the name of the heir or legal 
representative of the licensee or any other per- 
son for the uuexpired portion of the term for 
which it was granted. 

(2) If the Collector doe* not continue the 
license in the name of the heir or represents 
live of the licensee or any other person under 
the preceding «ul>-rule, the following rules shall 
apply =— 

(a) Licenses disposed of by auction 

(i) If a licensee dies after paying his 
instalment of one sixth of the total bid and 
any other instalments that may have become 
due, his estate shall forfeit the sum paid 
including any instalment due and paid be- 
fore the date of his death ; but his estate 
shall not be liable for any other payment. 
If on the date of his death, the last date 
allowed for the payment of any instalment 
has expired, and the instalment had not been 
paid, his estate shall be liable for the pay- 
ment of such instalment or instalments, 
whether the payment of these had been sus- 
pended by competent authority or not. 

(ii) If before his death, the licensee had 
paid any instalment, the last date of the 
payment of which was more than one calen- 
dar month after the date of hip death, his 
estate shall be entitled to a refund of any 
such instalment. 

(iii) In the event of a loss on re-sale, the 
estate of the deceased shall only be liable 
to the extent laid down above, 

(iv) In the event of a gain on re-sale, the 
estate of the deceased shall not be entitled 
to any refund save as laid down above. 

(b) Licensed disposed of otherwise than by 
auction. 

(i) If the foe is payable in a single instal- 
ment, the estate of the deceased ehaill not be 
entitled to any refund and if payment has 
not been made, the estate shall be liable for 
the payment of the fee, 

(ii) If the fee is payable in instalments, 
the estate shall be entitled to a refund of any 
sum remaining out of the instalments paid, 
after deducting one twelfth of the total fee 
assessed for the year, for each month of the 
year, during which the licensee was alive, 
e.g., if a licensee who had to pay Rs. 1,200 
for the whole year pays B& 600 in April and 
dies pn June 5th, his estate will be entitled' 
to a refund of Rs. 300. 

(iii) If the licensee dies before he has 
paid any instalment, his estate shall only be 
liable to the extent laid down above* 

(55) (1) Subject to such restrictions as the 
Chief Commissioner may prescribe, the author 
rity granting any license, permit or pass under 
the Act or the mips made thereunder may 
cancel or suspend it — 

(a) if any duty or fee payable by the 
holder thereof be not duly paid ; or 

(b) in the event of any breach by the 
holder thereof, or by any of his (servants, or 
by any one acting on his behalf with his ex- 
press or implied permission, of any of the 
tanjrp or conditio^ thereof ; or 


(c) if the holder thereof, or any of hia aer* 
van Is, or aiiy one acting on his behalf with 
his express or implied permission, is con- 
victed of any offence under the Act, or any 
other law for the time being in force relating 
to excise revenue ; or 

(d) if the holder thereof is convicted of any 
cognizable and nomhailable offence, or of any 
offence under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 
1930 (II of 1930) or under the Indian Mer- 
chandise Markp Act, 18(89, or under any 
section which has been introduced into the 
Indian Penal Code by section 3 of that Act, 
or of any offence punishable under clause 
(8) of section 167 of the Sea Customs Act, 
1878, or of any offence under the Excise 
Regulation, 1915 (I of 1915) ; or 

(o) if the condition of the licence, per- 
mit or pass prpvide for such cancellation 
or suspension at will. 

(2) Where a license, permit or pass held 
by any person is cancelled under sub-clauses 

(a) , (b), (c), or (d) of the preceding rule, 
the authority aforesaid may cancel any other 
license, permit or pass granted to such person 
under the Act or under any other law for the 
time being in force relating to exci/se revenue. 

(3) The holder shall not be entitled to any 
compensation for its cancellation or suspen- 
sion, nor to the refund of any fee paid or 
deposit made in respect thereof. 

(4) Where a license, permit or pass in 
cancelled or suspended under sub-clauses (a), 

(b) , (c) or (d) of clause (i) of sub-rule (55) 
above — 

(a) the fee payable for the balance of the 
period for which such license, permit or 
pass would have been current but for such 
cancellation or suspension, may be re- 
covered from the ex-licensee as arrears of 
revenue ; 

(b) the Collector may take the grant 
under management or re-sell it, but any 
profit realized by such management or re- 
sale which is not in excess of the amount 
recovered for such period shall be paid 
t<\ the ex-licensee. 

(56) (1) Whenever the authority which 
granted any license under the Act considers 
that such license should j" withdrawn for, 
any cause other than those specified in sub- 
rule (55) above, it shall remit a sum equal 
to the amount of the fees payable in respect 
thereof for fifteen days, and may withdraw 
the license either— 

(a) on the expiration of (fifteen days' 
n^tico in writing of its intention to do so, 
or 

(b) forthwith without notice , 

(2) If any license be withdrawn under 
sub-clause (b) of sub-rule 56 (1) above, the 
aforesaid authority shall, in addition to re~ 
mitting such sum as aforesaid pay to the 
licensee such further sum (if any) by way of 
compensation as the Excise Commissioner may 
direct. 

(3) When a license is withdrawn under 
clause (1) of sub-rule (56) above, any fee 
paid in advance or deposit made by 
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licensee in respect thereof shall be refunded 
to him after deducting the amount (if any) 
due to Government. 

(57) Any holder of a license granted under 
the Act or the rules made thereunder may 
surrender his license on the expiration of 
one month’s notice in writing given by him 
to the Collector of his intention to surren- 
der the same, and on payment of the fee pay- 
able for the license for the remainder of the 
period for which it would have been current 
but for such surrender. 


Provided that if the Excise Commissioner 
satisfied that there is sufficient reason for 
surrendering a license, he may remit to the 
holder thereof the sum so payable on sur- 
render or any portion thereof. 

Explanation : — The words * Holder of a 
license * as used in this sub-rule include a 
person whose tender or bid for license has 
been accepted although he may not actually 
have received the license. 


(58) Any authority granting a license 
under the Act or the rules made thereunder 
may require the licensee to give such security 
for the observance of the terms of his license, 
or to make such deposit in lieu of security, a* 
such authority may think fit. 

(59) The Collector may accept from any 
person whose license, permit or pas s is liable 
to cancellation or suspension under sub- 
clauses (a) and (b) of clause (1) of sub -rule 
(55) above, a sum of money not exceeding 
two hundred rupees in lieu of such cancella- 
tion or suspension.

that at which it may be obtained from the 
treasury. The sale proceeds of such opium 
shall be paid to the person whose license has 
expired or been cancelled ;

Conditions relating to Compensation, 

(61) No compensation shall be due to any 
licensee on account of the opening of a new 
shop or the issue of any special license during 
the currency of his license, 

(62) No compensation shall be due cn 
account of any change during the currency of 
a license in the conditions thereof, in the rates 
at which opium is issued from a treasury or 
any duty is charged on opium or in the selling* 
rates fixed or in any other matter connected 
with the Exciye administration and dealt with 
under powers conferred by the Act. 

IX. — Storajgu, Stocks and Issue of Opruic. 

Rule 9 (1) Stocks of opium shall be main- 
tained at Treasuries specified in sub-rule (9) 
below. 

(2) No opium shall be removed from a 
Treasury until an application in form Exc- 
G8 has boen made to the Treasury Officer and 
a pass for its removal has been obtained from 
him. The pass shall bo in form Exc-69 and 
in triplicate, fii’st copy of which shall be given 
to the licensee to cover the transport, second 
copy shall be sent to the Excise Inspector of 
the district in which the licensee holds the 
license and the third copy shall be retained 
for record. 

(3) Before any opium is removed from a 
Treasury, the issue prico shall be paid by the 
licensee at such rate as may be fixed by the 
Excise Commissioner, into The Treasury at 
which the purchase is to be made. 

(4) Opium will be issued from Treasuries 
in quantities of half a fleer or multiple thcre- 
of in whole eakeg of half a seer or one seer as 
available and no allQwance will be made for 
any exces s of moisture or dryage m the. cakes ; 
Provided that the Excise Commissioner may 
allow proportionate refund of the issue price 
if he considers that the moisture or dry age 
in the cakes is abnormal, 

(5) A licensee desiring to procure opium 
from a Treasury must first pay the issue 
price at the prescribed rate into the Treasury 
at which the purchase is to be made. He 
will present with the money a chalan which 
may be obtained from the Treasury Officer* 
The latter, after assuring himself by refer- 
ence to the statements containing ihe names 
of opium licensees furnished by the Collec- 
tor' that the applicant is a licensee, will grant 
him a receipt. 

(6) The licensee? or his authorised agenti 
must then apply to tho Treasury Officer for 
Ihe issue of opium and for a pass to cover 
its transport and must produce the treasury 
receipt with the application. The Treasury 
Officer will thereupon issue tho opium and 
grant a pass. 

(7) Packing charges at treasuries in res- 
pect of opium issued otherwise than on Gov- 
ernment account must be defrayed bv buyers 
before removal. Purchasers of opium should 
make their own arrangements for its removal 
from treasuries. 

(8) Any person found guilty of any breach 
of the Act. or of any rules framed thereunder, 
or otherwise committing agiy offence in r©fl^ 
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pect of the treasury, or of the treasury offi- 
cials, or of any property contained iu the 
treasury may be excluded from the treasury 
by order of the Treasury Officer. 

The exclusion of the person under this rule 
shall not operate as a bar to his prosecution 
for any offence which may have been com- 
mitted against the Act, the rules framed there- 
under or the Treasury Rules. 

(9) Opium shall ordinarily be issued to the 
districts by the treasuries noted below, ex- 
cept when the Excise Commissioner considers 
that it would be convenient for a licensee to 
obtain Jffie supply from a treasury situated in 
another district, he may issue instructions to 
this effect to the treasury concerned.

X. — Disposal of Things Confiscated. 

Rule 10 (1) Subject to any order that may 
be passed under section 517 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure (V of 1898), every article, 
the confiscation of which has been ordered by 
a Court under section 12 of the Act, shall 
be made over to the Collector of the district 
in which such court is situated. 

(2) All articles made over to the Collector 
under sub-rule (1) above, or confiscated by 
him, or the Deputy Commissioner of the dis- 
trict, or by any other officer authorised by 
the Provincial Government in this behalf* 
under paragraph 3 of section 12 of the Act, 
shall be disposed of in accordance with the 
following rules. 

(3) No article confiscated under the Act, 
except where such article i s live-stock or sub- 
ject to speedy and natural decay, in which 
case if may be sold or disposed of immediately, 
and save as provided in sub-rule (4) below, 
shall be sold or disposed of within one month 
of the date of confiscation order, pr when an 
appeal is presented, until such appjeal has 
been disposed of. 

(4) The Collector may deliver any article 
confiscated under the Act, except opium, to 
any person claiming to be entitled to the 
possession, thereof, on his executing a bond 
with or without sureties to the satisfaction 
of the Collector, engaging t 0 restore such 
article to the Collector if the confiscation 
order made under the Act is modified 0 r set 
aside oxx appeal. 

(5) If an order of confiscation be reversed 
on appeal, the article or the sale-proceeds 
thereof shall be returned t, 0 the owner thereof 
or hi« agent, under the orders of the Collector. 
Should no one appear to receive the article, 
or the Bale-proceeds, within two months from 

the order of appeal, guch article or sale-pro- 

shall be forfeited to Government. 


(6) All opium confiscated shall be forwarded 
by the Collector to the Treasury Officer* 
Quetta. The Treasury Officer shall collect 
the opium so received and book the same t T 
the Opium Agent, Ghazipur Factory, Ghazipttt* 
free of charge, once or twice a year at the.; 
most. The Railway freight in all cases shall, 
however, be paid by the Opium Agent, 

(7) All other thingg made over to the Col- 
lector under the preceding rules shall be aol<l 1 
in such manner as he may direct, the sale- 
proceeds realized under this sub-rule and sub- 
rule (5) above, being credited to the Excise 
Department under the sub-head 1 Fines and 
Forfeitures 3 4 5 * 7 subordinate to VIII — Provincial 
Excise. 

XI. — Rewards. 

Rule 11 (1) When any Magistrate convicts 
an offender under section 9 of the Act* or 
when any Magistrate or other authorised offi- 
cer orders the confiscation of opium or opinm 
mixture under section 12 of the Act, a reward 
not exceeding the value of the opium or opium 
mixture confiscated in the case, plus the 
amount of any fine imposed, in such propor- 
tion as the granting authority may think fit, 
may be granted to any officer or officers or in- 
former or informers who have contributed 
to the seizure of opium or opium mixture or 
the conviction of the offender, by : — 

(a) the Collector on hi a own authority 

upto an amount of Rs. 100 in any one case, 

(b) the Excise Commissioner exceeding 

Rs, 100 in any one case, 

(2) If in any case, the reward which may 
be granted under sub-rule (1) above is inade- 
quate or if no fine is imposed or confiscation, 
ordered or if the fine or forfeiture i a not 
realized, the Excise Commissioner or the Col- 
lector may grant such rewards as may seem to 
them fair upto the limit prescribed under sub- 
rule Cl) above. The Excise Commissioner 
may delegate his powers under sub-rules (1) 
and (2) above to any subordinate officer, 

(3) Any reward payable to an informer may 
be disbursed upon the receipt of the Collector 
without requiring attendance of the actual 
payer, or a receipt from him. 

XII. — Control. 

Rule 12 (1) All Collectors shall, a s regards 
any matter in the administration of these 
rules, be subject to the general control of the 
Excise Commissioner. 

(2) The Excise Commissioner maj' at any 
time, for the purpose of satisfying himself 
as to the legality and propriety of any deci* 
Hion made or order passed by any officer sub- 
ordinate to him, call for and examine the 
record of any case pending or disposed of 
by such officer, and may pass such order in 
reference thereto as he thinks fit : 

Provided that the Excise Commissioner shall 
not under this sub-rule vary or reverse any 
decision or order of a subordinate Excise 
Officer affecting iany person w^hout having 
given to the person affected thereby an oppor- 
tunity of being heard. 

(3) A Collector may call for the record of 
any case pending before* or disposed of by* 
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fiuy Excise Officer subordinate to him, and if 
he is of the opinion that the proceedings taken 
or order made should be modified or reversed, 
he shall report the ease with his opinion 
thereon for the orders of the Excise Oommis- 
, sioner. 

XI 1 1* — Aprkal. 

Rule 13 (1) An appeal shall lie from an 
original oz'der or appellate order of an Excise 
Officer as follows, namely 

(a) to the Collector when the order is 
made by an Excise Officer below the rank 
of Collector, 

(b) to the Excise Commissioner when the 
order is made by a Collector : 

Provided that when an original order is 
confirmed on first appeal, a further appeal 
shall not lie. 

(2) Every memorandum of appeal : — 

(a) must, be presented within one month 
from the date of the order apx>ealed against ; 

(b) shall be accompanied by the order 
appealed against, ,in original, or by an 
authenticated copy of such order, unless the 
omission to produce such order Or copy is 
explained to the satisfaction of the appel- 
late authority. The time spent in obtain.' 
ing an authenticated copy of such order 
shall be excluded from the period of limi- 
tation prescribed under clause (a) above.

2. In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires : — 

(a) “ Beneficiaries 15 mean persons belong- 
ing to Ajmer-Merwara wh 0 have served m 
the Defence Services during the 1939-45 war 
ill the ranks including non-combatants \)ut 
excluding commissioned Officers ; 

(b) <f Committee ” means the Committee 
constituted in accordance with these rules for 
Lhc administration of the Fund. 

(e) “ Fund M means the Ajmer-Merwara 
Post War Services Reconstruction Fund. 

3. The Fund shall consist of : — 

(a) sums allotted by the Government of 
India from time to time ; 

(b) interest on investments ; and 

(c) sums received from any other source. 

4. The Find shall be vested in and admin- 
istered by tiie Committee. 

5. The Committee shall make provision out 
of tlie Fund for the following : — 

U0 schemes for the collective benefit of the 
beneficiaries and their dependants ; 

(b) scholarships to beneficiaries and their 
dependants ; 

(c) in exceptional cases (such as of dis- 
ablement), grant* to individual beneficiaries 
for self-employment ; 

(VI) expenditure on items which are inci- 
dental to the carrying out of the purposes of 
these rules. 

The Committee shall consist of the Chief 
Commissioner Ajmer-Merwara (who shall he 
the Chairman), one person nominated by His 
Excellency the Command erdn-Chief m India 
and three persons nominated by the Chief 
Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara. 
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7, In case of a vacancy oecuring from any 
cause in the membership of the Committee, 
it shall be filled by a person to be nominated 
by the authority who nominated the member 
whose place is to be filled. 

8. The Chairman ctf the Committee shall 
hold office by virtue of his office as Chief 
Commissioner, Apnor-Merwara and other mem- 
bers shall hold < ffice during the pleasure of 
tlic authority nominating them. 

( J. (1) The Chief Commissioner shall form 
an Advisory Board consisting of beneficiaries 
and of person^ connected with recruitment or

(2) The Advisory Board shall meet not le^s 
than twieo a year and shall advise on any 
matter that may he referred to it by the Com- 
mittee and shall make such recommendations

10. The Committee or the Advisory Board 
may associate with itself in such mannei' and 
for such period as it may resolve any persons 
whose assistance or advice it may desire in 
carrying out any of the purposes of these 
rules. 

11. (1) Business of the Committee shall be 
transacted cither at a meeting or by circula- 
tion of papers. In case of procedure by cir- 
culation, if before the dap 1 by which the votes* 
of members are required to reach the Secre- 
tary, two or more members intimato their desire 
thqt a meeting be held to discuss the matter, 
a meeting 1 shall be called. 

(2) Business of the Advisory Board shall 
be transacted at a meeting of the Board. 

12. The time and place of meetings of the 
Committee and of the Advisory Board shall 
he fixed by the Chairman of the Committee 
or of the Board as the case may be. A meet- 
ing of the Committee shall normally be held 
twice a year. 

11. An ordinary meeting ol the Committee 
and of the Advisory Board shall be held after 
giving not less than 7 days' notice to the 
members. 

\\ (1) Three members shall constitute a 
quorum of the Committee. Tj there is no 
quorum, the Chairman of the Committee shall 
eaJl another meeting within one month. 

(2) The Chairman of the Committee shall

15. (1) Decisions of the Committee or 
Board shall be determined by a majority of 
\rtes of those present and voting ; in case of 
equality of votes the Chairman shall have an 
additional or casting vote. 

(2ji In the case of procedure by circulation 
of papers, the Secretary shall g end to each 
meml cr fl uch particulars of the matter a« may 
be reasonably necessary in order to enable the 
member to arrive at a decision and shall 
specify the date by which the votes of mem- 
bers are to be received by hi(m. Upon receipt 
of the rotes of members as aforesaid the 
Secretary shall lay the papers belfore the 


Chairman who shall record the decision accord- 
ing to the votes received and the vote or votes 
cast by the Chairman, 

16, At each meeting of the Committee or 
Board the minutes of the previous meeting 
shall be read out and signed by the Chairman. 

17, The Committee shall appoint a Secretary 
who shall also be the Secy, of tbo Advisory 
Board. The Chairman ttf the Committee 
shall appoint such other staff as he may 
deem necessary for the administration of the 
Fund on such terms as he may think suitable. 

18, An annual statement of accounts shall 
be placed before the Committee by thy Chair- 
man as early a# possible after the closuio of 
the financial year. The Accounts of the 
Fund shall he audited annually by the 
Accountant General Central Revenues, New 
Delhi. 

19, Before the commencement of each 
financial year, budget estimates for expen- 
diture during the year shall be prepared by 
the Secretary and submitted to the Commit- 
tee for sanction. Reappropriation from one 
head to another will be made by order ol the 
Chairman and subsequently placed before 
the Committee at its next meeting for confir- 
mation. 

20, The Committee or the Chairman when

(c) that facilities are accorded for inspec- 
tion by members of the Committee or of the 
Advisory Board or by persons authorised by 
tbo committee or the Board in this behalf. 

21. The Chairman of the Commiltee shall 
have power to authorise contingent expendi- 
ture. 

‘22. No remuneration shall he paid to any 
member but travelling allowance may be paid 
to a member other lhan a Government servant 
at rate 8 to be determined by the (Tuumman of 
the Committee. 

23. The Chairman of the Committee may

*ueb of big powers ng he may consider desir- 
able to my member of the Committee or to 
the Secretary, 

24- The Fund shall be wound up bv a re- 
solution of the Committee when it shall have 
been expanded ; when the fund is wound np 
a final statement of accounts and records of 
all minutes shall be deposited with the 
Accountant General, Central Revenues, New 
Delhi.
